THE GOVERNMENT EXHIBITS. @ 

The different departments of the Govern- 

meat want to make a display worthy of the 
country. At the meeting of the Candler 
committee the following estimates were pre- 
sented: 
-*Department of Justice, $3,000; State De- 
partment, $50,000; Department of Agricul- 
ture, $250,000; Coast Survey, $12,500; Life- 
Saving Service, $18,500; Fish Commission, 
$150,000; Smithsonian Institution, $585,000; 
Bureau ot Engraving and Printing, $3,00v. 

This makes a total of $1,072,000, with the 
Interior, War, Navy, and Post-Office Depart- 
ments yet to be heard from, while several of 
tne bureaus of the Treasury Department are 
vet to send in their estimates, and the Secre- 
tary has to make a general estimate of the 
cost of the buildmg which will be necessary 
to house all the Government exhibits. Ac- 
companying the reports from the various de- 
partments are state:nents of the floor space 
that will be required. The only request 
for a separate building that has yet 
been received hascome from Secretary Rusk. 
He submits that. the Agricultural Depart- 
ment ought to have a separate building, to be 
surrounded by a horticultural and botanical 
garden. ‘It would require, he says, about 31,000 
square feet of space. Uncle Jerry does not 

tanything inregard to having the agri- 
cultural exhibit in one of the outlying Chi- 
cago parks, because he is not supposed to 
know snything of that proposition. But his 
suggestion of a separate building and gardens 
will receive carefu! atteation. - 

The estimate of $585,000 for the , 
sonian Instituwon will surprise many people 
who do not understand the scope of its work. 
But it is in the Smithsonian that the prog- 
ress of the country is most clearly set forth. 
Its officers have wide exverience in both 
National and international expositions, and 
no set of men are better qualified to judge 
what 1s essential in a commemoration exhi- 
bition, of 400 years. Prof. Langley, the 
Regent, in a letter accompanying the esti- 
mates explains with force the advances 
tmat have been made from year to year. 
What answered for the Centennial Exposi- 
tion of 1876, he says, will not answer for 1892. 
In illustration he cites the exhibit made by 
the Smithsonian at Berlin in 1880, when the 
showing made by the United States was uni- 
versally complimented, yet hail the same ex- 
hibition been shown at London thrée years 
later it would have made the United States 
appear ridiculous by comparison with other 
countries. Paris still further enforces the 
lesson. Prof. Langley assumes that at an 
exposition held under its own auspices on 
its soil the United States does not 
desire to appear anywhere except in the van 
of progress. He thinks that to make a cred- 
itable showing tne Smithsonian wili require 
nearly two acres of spaee. Practically a 
large portion of the instituton may be trans- 
ported to Chicago if proper facilities are af- 
forded. This estimate covers the National 
Museum with allits historic treasures. Of 
the $595,000 asked he says that $150,000 will 
be needed for the Bureau of Ethnology alone 
Chairman Candler, after a careful reading 
of Prof. Langley’s letter, expressed himself 
as greatly pieased with the suggestions 
made. It gave an excellent idea of the scale 
on which the Fair should be inaugurated. 

THE NEEDS OF OTHER DEPARTMENTS, 

The $150,000 asked by the Fish Commission 
is not unreasonable. It will be a revelation 
to milous of people to know what has been 
donesthrough this agency during the last 
twelve or fifteen years in the way of cheap- 
ening and increasing the food supply of the 
country. The $50,000 which the State De- 
partment asks ip & revised estimate. The 
figures first submitted were on the basis of 
an exhibit only, and naturally the State De- 
partment has not much in this line. But it 
was pointed out that the exposition is to be 
an international affair and that the enter- 
tainment of the’ representatives of foreign 
Governments would properly come within 
the province of the State Department, and 
$50,000 was therefore put down.

’* Trein, Took Oare of It—Half «a ‘Bushel 
of the Stolen Property Found in His 
Room. 


New York, March 14.—[Special. }—Timothy 
J. Hogan, transfer agent attached to mail- 
train No. 77, which arrived. over the New 
Haven and Hartford railroad from Boston 
this morning at the Grand Central depot, was 
at once placed under. arrest for robbing the 
mails of half a bushel of jewelry, mostof it 
consigned to Chicago wholesale houses. He 
was taken before United States Commission- 
er Shields, who hela bim in $3,000 bail. He 
couid not furnigh it and was locked up in 
Ludiow Street Jail. 

Ever since last October the large jewelry 
manufacturing houses of Providence, R. L, 
and Attleboro, Mass., have been missing 
jewelry from the packages they sent through 
the mails to purchasers in Chicago. They 
complained to the United States authorities, 
and seve mail inspectors boarded the 
trains coming from these places to try to 
catch the thief or thieves. The jewelry, 
notwithstandmg this, kept vanishing with 
great regularity, It looked as though all of 
the Government detectives could not stop 
the shrinkage in the packages of jewelry 
shipped west. 

Finally two Inspectors were secreted in 
mail-car No..77: today and shortly after it 
pulled into the Grand Centrai depot they saw 
Hogaa vick up a package containing jewelry 
and break it opén.. They let him stow away 
several valuabie articles in his pocket and 
ix up the package again so that the 
package would not show that it had been 
tampered witn. Then they seized him. They 
took the articles from him, and when he saw 
there was no possibility of denying the 
crime he vonfessed that he had been robbing 
the mails for a longtime. Hogan has a room 
somewhere up-town, and he conducted the 
Inspectors to it. There he returned to them 
over two pecks of jewelry. 

The Inspectors, when they arraigned their 
prisoner, refused to state the sum total of 
Hogan’s pilferings. Hogan is about 25 years 
old. He sulienly refused to give any particu- 
lars regarding his thefts ana the officers 
were equally reticent. It can only 
be surmised that the sum total 
of the stealings was not remarkably 
large from the fact that Hogan. was held in 
only $3,000 bail. A dispatch received from 
Inspector Stuart of Chicago tonight said 
that he had received complaints from ali the 
wholesale jewelry houses in that city in re- 
gard to losses of jewelry from the mails. 

Hogan was employed as transfer agent at 
the Grand Contral Depot. It was his duty to 
see that all mail consigned to Chicago 
was properly loaded, in tne mail-car. There 
are 1,000 compiagints from Chicago business- 
men aione about the loss of jewelry from the 
mails. The Inspectors worked all along the 
line until they were satistied that the thefts 
had occurred at New York. 


THK SEARCH FOR THE THIEF, 


Inspector Stuart Tells How the Piace of 
Pilfering Was Located. 

“The arrest of Hogan is the climax of a 
lot of hard work,” said Chief Inspector Jim 
Stuart yesterday. 

“ Along last October we began to receivé 
complaints from the jéwelry houses here 
that their mail was being robbed.’ You see, 


} Gown ih Boston and Attleboro, North Attle- 


boro, and Providence, R. L., there are firms 
which make a business of cleaning and re- 
pairing jewelry. A good deal of it is sent 
from Chicago, and it was to the Chi- 
cago -mailsacks alone that Hogan 
confined his operations. Ever since October 
he has been ripping open the packages, tak- 
ing out the contents, and restoring the 
broken boxes to the sacks, afterwards sent 
on to Chicago. Sometimes there’d be a whole 
week that none of the sacks would be robbed. 
Sometimes for two straight weeks all 
the .boxes would fe empty. Often 
there would be loose jewelry in the bottom 
of the sack. Hereare some of the boxes 
which he opened. You see they were seat 
as fourth-ciass matter in these tie-pouches.”’ 

They were pasteboard boxes, thumbed 
open. One was directed: “Mr. Eugene d. 
Hill, No. 229 La Salle Street, Chicago.” An- 
other was marked: “Rec. 8 pr. sleeyebut- 
tons. Messrs. Benj. Allen & Co, No. 148 
State street, Chicago.” Another: ‘“ Metzen- 
berg & Co., No. 175 Madison street, Chicago. 
Bar pin.” One box contained a silvered 
coffin plate, but the wrapper with the address 
on it was gone. 

Some of the firms here which have suffered 
from the pilfering are: Otto Young & Co., 
Lapp & Flershem, Giles Bros., Benjamin 
Allen, B. F. Norris, Allister & Co., and, in 
fact, almost every jeweler in town. Among 
the firms shipping the goods are: The Meri- 
den Manufactaring company, the Providence 
Jewelry Association, Hayward & Swift of 
Attleboro, Fred J. Marcy of Providence, ana 
a dozen others whose names Inspector Stuart 
could not recollect. 

“Weill, it was easy enough to make reports 
and to come in and say: ‘For héaven’s sake, 
can’t you stop this robbery?’ but the ques- 
tion was, When was the robbery done? It 
was evident that whoever did it was an em- 
ployé of the service, for the losses were reg- 
ular. We thought at first it. might be some- 
body who jumped on the wagon as it came 
from the depot to the Post-Office. But then 
aman couldn’t do that rightalong. Then 
we thought it might be the employés on 
the train. There are three crews who work 
between here arid New York, and they had 
to be watched. A man had to get in that car 
at New York just as secretly as if he were a 
burgiar or a thief who meant to rob the car. 
I need not tell you how that was done, for it 
would be all the harder next time to watch 
the employés. About three trips from 
New York watching every move made 
by all those men of the three crews 
satisfied us that the stealing wasn’t done 
en route. It was no play i tell you to make 
those trips either. By elimination it was 
found that the thieving was done while the 
mail matter was taken from the Eastern 
roads to the New York Central aepot. Today 
Timothy J. Hogan was arrested by Inspectors 
Stoddard and Morris in the uct of 
breaking open the boxes and  stuff- 
ing the jewelry in his pockets. 
He is ‘a porter, a man who unloads the wagon 
at the New York -Central mail-car. There 
are tons of mail matter in the car, and he 

ly waited until he was alone and then 
went to work rifling the sacks of jewelry 
which he had come to know ana had set on 
one side for his leisure attention. I[ expéct 
that Mr. Timothy J. Hogan will go to Mount 
‘Auburn for a summer vacation.”

Members of ee Outside of Chi- 
cago Warned to Keep Away — Cigar- 
makers’ Unions ‘Resolve to Support 
Their Members “Who Quit Work at the

“Plastererd’. Hatl was full of. carpenters last 
night, ahd the committee-rooms had a fair 
quota of the faithful. 

Things went with a whoop and « hurrah, 

generous,rounds of ap- 
plause. James A. O’Coanell presided. 
John Z. White made the English address. 
He said the hours of labor were too long. So 
much of the time between sieeps was being 
devoted to the mere labor of getting the 
means to last over the next day that the 
workingman was becoming simply a beast of 
burden, a. sort of machine which 
woula drive so many onails in «4 
day. There was an immense number 
of men out of work, and shortening 
the hours would enable these men to have # 
chance to getaliving. There were 900,000 
organized laborers in the United States. 
There were over 1,000,000 out of work. The 
interest of all these were identical. The non- 
union man wanted thé same thing as the 
union man—bigher wages. Organization 
would help them to get higher wages. But 


-the boss carpenters objécted. This was not 


@ reasonable objectaon because the plain 
facts opposea it. It was a fact demonstrated 
by the succegsful strike of the bricklayers 
that when the laborers got higher wages the 
contractors Roy correspondingly higher 
prices and m more one Y Higher wages 
did not-cut into the profita of the boss car- 

nters, but the landiord’s. It was the land- 

ora who had to stand the difference, and as 
the landiord did not create the. value of land 
the speaker didn’t think 1¢.Wwas any harm 
that higher wages did cut down the 
unearned increment a trifie.

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SPRING CROP PROSPECTS. 


CENT COLD WEATHER. 


Reports from All the Grain Districts of the 
Coantry and What They Show — No 
Spring Wheat Has Thus Far Been Sown 
«The Ground’ in Many Piaces Fall of 
Water and the Season Everywhere Late 
—The Demand from Millers. 


Dwieat, li., March 14.—[Special.)—A year 
_@@o today the weather all over the Northb- 
west and Southwest was remarkably fine. 
There was a general absence of storms either 
of rain or snow, and the weather was more 
like the middie of April than tnat of March. 
With the exception of the State of Kansas 
the whole country was very dry for the time 
of year. There were very few reports of 
wheat having been winter-xilied or that 1t 
would be plowed up. There was no freezing 
or thawing whether, and the crop of winter 
whet was just beginning to grow and all 
its surroundmgs encouraging. The frost 
was all out of the ground in Nebraska, smail 
patches of wheut had been sown in Minne- 
sota and Dakota, Kansas bad been seeding 
oats, and farmers in Llinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio were just on the eve of seeding. 
In Northern Dakota ten days ago farmers 
thought spring was near at hand, but since 
. then a cold wave has greatly delayed facm 
work. The ground isin fair condition for 
seeding and there is considerable frost in 
the ground, but the outlook as compared 
with a year ago is much more favorable. The 
_seascity of seed wheat in some of the central 
counties of the State, where the crop was 
short last year, will no doubt diminish tne 
acreage to be sown this spring, butt wha to ex- 
tent cannot be said yet. A vigorous effort is 
@ow being made to procure seed, ana has so 
far been very successful. With the present 
surroundings very little wheat will be sown 


pefore the 10th of April. 
There is a disposition among farmers that 
bave been in the habit of cropping large 
areas to summer fallow a pormon of gheir 
lands each year, thus reducing the acreage.

Crime in North Carolina. 

The official reports of the extent and character 
of the crimes committed in North Carolina dur- 
ing the last year ought to afford gréat satisfac- 
tion to some of our Northern contemporaries.

to the Secretary of State of all the criminal 
cases tried and their ition. The oficial 
res show that in 


ae 4 there were sunte 
crim Cases tried, 6 secused 
4,409 whites, 7 Indians, and 4,279 negroés. The 
greater proportion of crimes was raported from 
the western counties of the State, where the 
negroes are not s0 numerous as in the exst. 
Rather more that one-eighth of the accused were 
women. It will be observed that more than half 
of the criminal cases tried were of white persons.

sntworth Eaton. The first half dozen and 
more of these powms are devoted to that gen- 
tle, romaatic Acadian colony aiready made 
famous by Longfeilow’'s ‘**‘ Evanyeline.”’ The 
remainder of the book consists of lyrics and 
sonnets. The following, cailed “Flood Tide,” 
is one of the sweetest of the lyrics, in fact, 
One of thie best bits in the whole volume: 


The tide came up as the sus went down,

You do not 
have to read ard reread to get at the under- 
lying thought; there itis before you. The 
volume is most daintily published. (New 
York: White & Allen.) : 


Appreciations—By Walter Pater. 

One must hgve been a close reader and ar- 
dent admirer"pot to get from Mr. Pater’s 
book some additions to his knowledge and his 
enthusiasm. Yet the author is no indiscrimi- 
nate admurer, for he pointe out failings with 
the eye of the critic rather than that of the 
lover. Wordsworth, he says, “of ail poets 
“equally great would gain miost by a skill- 
“fully made anthology.” Supposing such a 
selection to be made Mr. Pater seeks to know 
the peculiarities of this residue; the spe- 
cial qualities thereof. Inthis best part of 
Wordsworth he finds the central and elemen- 
tary expression of a new sense which is how 
not only apparent in poetry, but is traceable 
in the graver writings of historians and can 
be seen even in modern landscape art. This 
sense is ‘‘an mtimate consciousness of the 
‘‘expression of fatural things, which weighs, 
“histens, penetrates, where the earlier 
‘mind passed roughly by.” It is not new 
that Wordsworth was a close and accurate 
observer of natural things; “but Mr. Pater 
gives a very wide development to that poet’s 
idea of & sense Of moral and spiritual life in 
natural objects, capable of association with 
man, and to the consideration of man as & 
part of that catural world. Interesting, too, 
is the tracing of the moods in which Words- 
worth seems to have written. One is forced 
to conclude that Macaulayis not the only 
pérson who prizes all of “The Excursion,” 
since Mr. Pater says that it is unsafe to skip 
even the most ohpromising production lést 
oné may lose & gem. 

There is room for dispute m the proposi- 
tion that ‘modern thougit is distinguished 
from ancient by ite cultivation of the ‘rela- 
tive’ spirit in place of the ‘absolute’;” but 
there can be no doubt that Colemdge made 
astruggle against this relative spirit and 
continually triea to “appreend the abso- 
jute” in his philosophy. It is fortunate 
for us that he did not sucesed, for his fail- 
ure drove him to poetry for consolation. Too 
few aré the poetic fancies left by bim, and 
we long to get into those cabinets of Blue- 

that W. W. Story tells of, wherein 
were “all the poems Coleridge meant to 
write.” It takes a basis of physical energy 
to grasp and fix the poetic idea, but unfortu- 
nately such basis is rarely joined to the A ee 
ic faculty. The poet dreamed Kubia Khaa 
for us, but ng oe ry and force were lacking 
except for a ment. 

What that is new can be said of Charles 
Lamb! Luttle, perhaps. but there is scarcely 
amore agreeable subject in literature to 
dwell on than his personality. Mr. Pater

The incidents are sometimos start- 
ling, and seemingly crowd the limit of prob- 
ability, but the characters are well con- 
ceived, and, taken as a whole, the story is 
entertaining from beginning to end.

broad-backed sea is his pathway from point 
to point, and the wide moors salute him with 
the thunders of strife; « boy in years he is a 
giant in strength, a courtier in address he is 
a fool in action. We purposely leave unex- 
emplified the heroine, it mate w the hero; 
vefore that personage we pause and drop the 
veil she never wore. If any one wants a 
string of adventures pleasantiy told and with 
the strong spice of the folly of youth in them 
all let him wear a “Splendid Spur.” (New 
York: Cassell & Oo.)

alike, object to this association of sacred per- 


sonages with “ the world, the flesh, and the. 


devil” of Paris behind the scenes and before 
the curtain, why; if may be naturaliy asked, 
did the church organize and patronize the 
™ystery and passion plays of the middle 
ages! In many cases these dramas, enacted 
sometimes in churches, included personages 
even more sacred than the Virgin Mary her- 
self. The Corpus Christi, the famous 
mystery, begins with the. création « and 
énds with the day of judgment. What «a 
modern audience would consider grotesque 
tie was &@ matter of course in these 
rude, bold dramas of the time. All 
the mysteries and ali the miracies,; and 
évery story or tradition of Christianity, 
were presented roughly by unletteread men. 
‘The audiénees were awéd or amuséd, but no 
ridicule awaited the serious parts, and the 
laughter was generally at the expense of Ba- 
tan, who Was always cast as the “ villain of 
the piece.” If this were done with the aid 
and sanction of the clergy by amateur actors 
why should not the Porte St. Martin devote 
all ite resources and all its arts toa more 
elaborate representation of sacred. scenes? 
The answer is that what suited an age of un- 
questioning fuith does notsuit a period when 
the .“‘world’s dread laugh” makes iteelf 
heard even by the devout. In toe minds and 
hearts of miilions there is now a faith as full 
and feryentas that which universally ob- 
tained in the middle ages. There, is how- 
ever, this difference, that the men of the 
past epoch neyer even heard of doubt. 
They accepted the whole  Soriptures 
with uncritical adhesion to theSvery ietter, 
At first sight one would think that, for in- 
stance, their beliet in a personal Devil 
would be injured, not confirmed, by his per- 
sonation as .a being with flaming eyes, @ 
borned head, a cloven hoof, and «@ forked 
tail; but their faith was so robust that these 
ludicrous presentments only confirmed it. 
They could afford to make and hear jokes on 
such matters becanse these thines were to 
them too real to be disturbed. The lezends 
as to the defeat and routfiof the Devil, from 
our own St. Dunstan’s to\the story of Luther 
and the inkpot, were tinvented or re- 
tailed by skeptics or scoffers, but by men to 
whom a personal Satan was as real as their 
own body or teir own town, They 
believed that they were efigaged in @ 
daily stroggie with this “ghostly enemy,” 
that they were aquite right to cheat 
him in every Way, and they laughed heartiiy 
at every tale of his difficulty, discomfiture, 
or deféat. Hence the success of the miracie 
plays and moralities of tne past time. They 
were aids to faith among a people who could 
not read or write. These performances were 
the only plays that the masses fad. This 
holy theater was not associated in their 
minds with levity, or Dirlesque actresses, or 
human frivolity. They saw nothiag incon- 


sistent with a play acted in a church, because | 


tne play itself was to them what an oratorio 
in a cathedral isto Englishmen today—a kind 
of link between the church and the world, 
between sacred devotions and a religious en- 
tertainment: We have Holy Writ 
illustrated by profuse sngravings; 
these were their pictorial. bies. 
The actors and the audience were of one 
mind as regards belief in and respect for the 
personages represented. Parisian perform- 
ers and Parisian audiences would be of one 
mind also; they would unitein oe or sneer, 
suppressed or expressed, at those, if any, who 
were seriously touched clever mimicry, 
simulated holiness, studi ostures, or ela 
orate‘ make-up.” It would be a masquerade 
followed by a carnival in which éverything 
pure, noble, and good would suffer, while the 
masses of tne people would rejoice in new in- 
cense to that great goddess “ gents 
who, as Matthew Arnold asserted, presides 
over so much of the literature of France, 
We hope that republican censorship will 
vindicate religion, decency, and the dignity 
of the drama by forbidding the actress who 
created Fedora, Theodora, and La Tosca to 
pose before the Parisian world as 4 repre- 
sentative of one reverenced for centuries as 
the type ot sacred womanhood. 

Asa “modern instance” the Passion play 
at Oberammergau may be citedin defense 
of the new proposal.

Deadiccked on the Sugar Schedulie—A Ma- 
jority of the Committee Against Free 
Sugar—A $12,000,000 Reduction on To- 
bacco, but No Kedaction of the Tax on 
Clothing, aud an Increase of the Duty on 
Tin-Piate Agreed Upoo, 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—[New York 
Sun. |—The inability of the members of the 
Committee on Ways and Means to agree 
among themselves as to how the sugar tax 
shall be arranged is all that prevents the re- 
parting of a tariff bill The other schedules 


have been practically agreed upon, so that 
the bill could be reported témorrdw were it 
not for the split on sugar. Meetings are 
beng held mght and day, and an ear- 
nest effort is being made to reach 
a conciusion that wil allow the 
final . touches to be put upon 
the bill. There are eight Republican mem- 
bers on the committee. They are divided on 
the sugar question as follows: Messrs. Bur- 
rows, Gear, and la Follette are ia favor of 
free sugar, with the payment of a bounty of 
one or twocents per pound to American pro- 
ducers; Mr. McKenna of California is unal- 
terably opposed to this proposition ana wants 
the duty keptatahigh rate. He is syemes 
to any cub beyond 25 per cent, and wiil only 
consent to this under. protest. Chuir- 
man McKinley -is- also opposed to 
free sugar first, iast, and all the 
time. He is .against the bounty system 
ana is urging his colleagues on the committee 
to arrange for a reducuon of from 33 to 5U per 
cent as‘the best solution of tne difficulty tnat 
confronts.them. The remaining ttree Re- 
publican members of the committee are some- 
what in doubt. Messrs. Payne and Bayne 
are thought to be more ag Bg support tne 
views of Messrs. Burrows, Foliette, and 
Gear than they are to agree with Messrs. 
McKinley and McKenna. The exact attitude 
of Gov. Dingtey of Maine is aiso somewhat 
problematical, but he is more apt to support 
the views of the Chairman of tae committee 
than to go into the payment of a bounty. 

The members of the committee feel confi- 
dent that they can bring each other into line, 
so that the sugar question can be fixed up 
and the bill reported to the House certainly 
notlater than the first ‘day of April. The 
other schiedules of the bill have teen prac- 
tically arranged and agrecd upon. There 
will be a reduction of $12,000,000 in the to- 
bacco tax; the license tax will be abolished 
and the restrictions in the way of special 
taxes on the.saie of the leaf tobacco ty pro- 
ducers rémoved. . The duty on steel raiis will 
be reduced from $17¢0 $13 wer ton. A duty 
of $1 a pound wilibe placed upon imported 
raw silk {in order to make si!k goods dearer 


to every household]. “An attempt wil! be. 


made to give an impetus to the production 
of tin plate by increasing the duty on that 
article on consumers from one to two cents 
per pousd. it has been practically decided 
not to remove the tax wpon aicohol used in 
the arts, as provided for in the Senate bill, 
the reason being that to do so would open 
the door #6 fraud. The wool men have been 
told that they would get all the protection 
they ask for and all that they deserve.

New Yorx, March 14.—[Special.}—Andrew 
D. White, ex-President of Cornell University 
and ex-Minister to Germany, is in a position 
to realize more fully than most men what a 
large and onerous undertaking Chic has 
vefore her in making the World's Fair what 
it should be to sustain the prestige dig- 
nity of this Republic. As Uni States 
Commissioner he has attended and studied 
thoroughly several internauonal-expositions, 
and therefore knows exactly what Chicago 
must accomplish to acquit herself creditably 
in the eyes of visitors from abrodd. — 

In 1855 he was present asa visitor at the 
first Paris Expositido. Centennial year be 
was one of the jurorsin the Department of 
Education at Philadeiphia, and two years 
later as United Scates Commissioner he at- 
tended the second Paris Exposition. He was 
there selected as the representative of this 
country on the upper jury, which made -the 
Last summer he deglined a 
place on che jury at the third Paris. Exposi- 
tion, but rendered valuabie aid in the De- 

rtment of Education. It goes:without say- 
ng that Mr. White made: me best possibie 


use of his opportunities, and his wide reputa- 


tion as educator, observer, statesman, author, 
and man of affairs renders any suggestions 
he might make as to tne Chicago enterprise 
of exceptional value.

** Postponement should be preached in sea- 
son and out,’ was the emphatic reply. “It 
will be utterly ‘impossible to havea credit- 
able exposition ready for opening in :18W2. It 
is too gigantic an uncertaking.” 

“But some one recently remarked that 
‘What Americans cannot accomplish in two 
years cannot be accomplished.’ ”’ 
| FOREIGNERS MUST TAKE IT-EASY. 

“That is a phrase and nothing more. You 
must bear in wind that it is not Americans 
alone who will make this Worid’s Fuir. It 
is foily to exvect foreign exhibiters to work 
night and day for the next two years in or- 
der to make an American exposition a sluc- 
céss. Besides, coming so soon after te 
Paris Fair, some littie time should be allowed 
fér a breathing spell.” e 

‘Would not a postponement result in an 
anachronism?’ 

“Not atall. Some subsidiary ceiebration 
—gsuch as the laying of a corner-stone—couid 
be held in 1892. Then let Chicago také all 
the time necessary afterwards—two years 
or even three—until she is absolutely certain 
that everything wiil work to perfecuon, 


Chicago ought to lend every effort to make 


the Fair worthy of the occasion ana of the 
country, and to do this time will be -re- 
guired.”’ 

“France pursued the policy of ‘making 
haste slowly,’ did she not?” 

“Yes, sir, the French people took four or 
five years to accomplish what certain mis- 

uiaed peopie have assumed Chicago can du 
in two. Paris, too, had everyth: in her 
favor. M. Berger,’ ‘we director aoheral of 
the ’89 kair, was tne head man at tne Exposi- 
and eleven years before, ana had all the ad- 
vantages that such experience would give. 
He had plenty of money at his command, a 
corps of train@d assistants, and everthing 
moved like clockwork. Nevertheless he re- 
guired much more time than it is proposed to 
ive go But look at the resuit. When 
rger’s labors were concluded the most mag- 
nificent Exposition ing history was opened 
to the world.”’ 

“ Paris, as a city, has a knack of making a 
success Of whatever it undertakes, has it 
not?’ 

“In the matter of municipal administra- 
tion Paris deservedly takes the highest rank, 
and its citizens employ a thorough, admira- 
ble, and effective system which mighi well 
be emulated on this side of the ocean. Com- 
pared with the Parisiang in that respect our 
people are mere babes. Contrast the Paris- 
ian and New York City Governments. Paris 
set about and completed at enormous cost 
her two prt city pavilions, veritable store- 
houses of all that goes to make tne success- 
ful city both. from a practical and artistic 
point of yiew. Commissions were appointed 
for artists’ displays, sculptors’ exhibits, and 
soon. It took Paris years to do this, but the 
result, was worth ali the time, pains, and 
money: many times over.”’ 

“With France the exposition was a na 
tional affair from its very ineeption,-was it 
noti’’ 

‘*Essentially so. President Carnot-realized 
that he would be visited with eternal re- 
proach before the French people should the 
enterprise prove a failure, and thé outcome 
Was an exposition which it will be extremely 
difficult for this country even to equal. it 
was a magnificent affair. All the. buildings 
were notable for their size, construction, and 
decoratiops, and amazing genius was dis- 
played in the manner in which wey were laid 
out, connected, and adorned. Noth:uag like 
machinery hall was ever before seen, and 
that, too, is a field in which Americans are 
supposed to lead.” 

+ DIFFICULTIES ABOUT ART. 

“Whatcan Chicago expect in the way of 
creditable artexhibit?’’ 

“Tt will be somewhat difficult to indtce the 
leading artists of Eurepe to send their works 
of art sofurivland because of the possible 
damage by transshipment. Still the enter- 
prise and ingenuity of the Chicagoans cana 
doubtless deVise some méans of overcoming 
these mt ogra and securing a thoroughly 
creditable display. But there, you see, is an- 
other argumeaot for postponement, because 
only vigorous missionary work abroad can 
accomplish such a result, and that, of course 
will require time. Missionary work, too, will 
be flecessary to secure the other foreign .ex- 
hibits, for manufacturers abroad must first 
be Convinced that it is decidedly to their ad- 
vantage to make displays here.”’ 

‘“*How about the American art exhibit?” 

““Our artists made an exceptionaliy good 
showing. One of the two grand. medals of 
honor, by the way, was taken by a Western 
boy, Melchers. His was one of the greatest 
of art triumphs. Melchers had no social re- 
lawons with the peopie who were infivential 
with the committee, and yet he was awarded 
this greatest distinction which an artist can 
reach. With proper efforts a remarkably 
good American art exhibit could be shown 
the world at the Chicago Fair.” 

** What are likely to be the distinctive feat- 
ures of an Awerican exposition ?”’ 

“Qur agricultural, mechanical, industrial, 
and educational achievements. If enough 
time is given striking results ougnt to be at- 
tained in all those departments. In ma- 
chinery Americans took more than* their 
share of prizes at)Paris.”’ ' 

“Can Chicago counton enough’ visitors to 
insure a tinanviaily successful Exposiuon?” 

**Onicago is such a railway center that'she 
will draw immensely to it from every direc- 
tion, ana the Fair should be a financial suc- 
cess there if-acywhere, But, afver ail, Chi- 
cago’s aim should first be to make the Fair 
worthy of the city and of the country. Then 
if it returns the outlay, why all the better. 
Although a New-Yorker 1 was never eager to 
see the Fair held nere, for I felt certain that 
it yer aa a are develop into a scancal 
an am ble. cago wiil, I tr a 
tné matter in a different maa Now Wore, 
although one of the mast generous cities in 
tne world when thoroughly aroused, has |it- 
tle municipal pride, while Chicago has enough 
t) assure loyal, united, and enthusiastic ef- 
forts toward a successful Kxposition.’”’ 

“ Did you notice any features in the fairs

“Qught Chicago to select ore of her own 
citizens for the post of Director-General?’ 

SUGGESTING A DIRECTOR- ERAL. 

“ Considerations of local pri@e would, of 
course, urge such action, and Chicago un- 
doubtedly has among her citizens men per- 
fectly competent for that difficult position. 
Some people mighiclaim, however, that the 
Fair would gain more of: a charac- 
ter should the city go outside her boundaries 
in selecting a chief. If that is done no one 
more admirably qualified for the exacting 
duties of the post can be found than Gen. 
Francis Walker of Boston. He furnished a 
large part of the brains of the Philadelphia 


Exposition, and his experience gained there. 


and atother fairs would serve Chicago in 
excellent stead. A thousand and one ad- 
vantages would accrue from having an oid 
hand atthe helm. France took that view of 
it, and accordingly appointed as her chief 
director for the ’389 exposition M. Berger, 
~ hen been the head man at a previous 
air. 

“Can you think of any special legislation 
which would further the success of the Chi- 
cago project?” . 

* Foreign exhibiters ought certainly to be 
treated better in one respect than they were 
at Philadeiphia in 1876. A law should be 
passed or a decision secured from the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to simplify the matter 
of getting goods out of bond. Our customs 
regulations proved a veritable nuisance dur- 
ing the Centennial, and foreigners were 
thoroughly disgusted with’ the red tape, 
officialism, and bureau business. Many 
other. exhibiters found it extremely diffi- 
cult to get their goods back; and ieft for 
home in afar from amiabie frame of mind., 
Careful and generous iegisiation could be 
enacted to avoid this trouble without injur- 
ing the revenuegt ajj.”’ 

“Isa Fair held in Chicago likely to be 
purely an American Fair?” 

“It ought not to. Every effort should be 
put forth to secure varied and attractive dis- 
plays from abroad. Our manufacturers 
would derive incalculatie benefit from hav- 
ing this opportunity of studying tke best 
specimen of the industrial activity of other 
nations. London’s exposition of 1851 was 
followed by a great revival in all trades by 
mmanufacturers throughout Great Britain, and 
it Would be the same in this country. 

“J bave the utmost faith in Chicago,” said 
Mr. White in conclusion, “and feel certain 
inet she will prove equal to the occasion. So 
far the word ‘fail’ has never found a place 
in her vocabulary, nor isit likely to now. 
Only ict Chicago realize at the very outset 
that she has a vast undertaking before her, 
oue that calls for much hard thinking and 
much hard work. Let the city fully realize 
this and then tale pleaty of time.”’ 


PRINCESS STEPHANIE’S CROWN OF SORROW 


The Widow of the Austrian Crown Prince 
. ' Ogtracized by the Koyal Family. 
Vienna Letterin the New York Tribune: 

The anniversary of. the Austrian -Crown 

Prince’a déath Thursday last brought the 

twelve months’ mourning for the Archduke 

toaciosé. the day was celebrated with 
much: csolemnity throughout Austria. and 

Husgarny by the people. But the ciergy in 

quite a.number'of piaces created a painful 

sefsation by refusing to perform the 

“Seelen Messe,” or *“Boutde l’an” mass, 

in cons@équencé of the circumstances con- 

nectedtwith the Prince’s death. The most 
glaring instance of this' absence of charity 
was at. Botzen, in the Tyrol], where the wid- 
owod Crown Princess has beev staying for 
several weeks past. Having sent to request 
the dean of the cathedral to celebrate the 
customary mass for the repose of her hus- 
band’s soul, he curtly declinea either to per- 
form it himself or to permit it to take place in 
the cathedral. The ceremony therefore took 
place yn the Parish Church of Gr'ios, a litile 
village in the neighborhood of Botzen, and 
to which the Prinsess drove out, attended 
by her suite; ‘Much disagreeable comment 
was caused by tbe failure of Stephanie to 
return here for the sad anniversary in order 
to accompany the Emperor, the Empress, 
and Archduchess Valerie to Meyerling for 
the purpose of being present with them at 
the ceremony of the consecration of the 
chapel erected on the spot where her hus- 
band met his death.. It was positively ex- 
pected tnat she would have made a point of 
apending the day with her little daughter, 
and that she would have followed their 

Majesties’ example in passing a few mo- 

mentsin prayer at the ill-fated Archduke’s 

tomb in the vaults of the Capuzin Church 
in this city. 

The factis, however, that the relations 
between the widowed Princess and her 
Darents-in-law are exceedingly strained. 
The Empress, whose mind never entirely re- 
covered from the shock caused by the trag- 
ical death of her son, nulds Stephaniedirectiv 
responsible for the circumstances which led 
thereto, and has not only refused to meet 
the Princess since the day of the funeral 
but even deciines to permit ber name to be 
mentioned in her presence. Ina lesser de- 
gree the sentiments of the Empress are 
shared by most of the members of the im- 
perial family. For they are aifof the opin- 
ion that if Stephanie had shown more good 
temper, patience, and affection towara her 
husband tne latter would still be in the 
land of the living. The only person who 
championed her cause recently, and to whom 
she could iook for kindness and for friend- 
ship, in the species of vstracism to which she 
was condemned by her husband’s relatives, 
was the Emperor. Unfortunately, however, 
sbé has now quarreled with him on the suab- 
ject of ber little :daughter’ Elizaveth. The 
child, now about five years of age, was con- 
signed by Rudolphto tne guardianship of the 
Emperor as chief of the family. His Maj- 
esty was content to leave his granddaughter 
to the care of Stephanie as long as the latter 
remained in Vienna orin the neighborhood 
thereof. But when the UVrown Princess; who 


‘is Unpopular here, and who in consequence 


dislikes the city, expressed a wish to take 
the chiid to Abbazia on the Adriatic, and 
to Botzen, in the Tyrol, the Emperor re- 
fused to consent tnereto. 

Of course, Stephanie bitterly resents this, 
ail the more asit has given rise toall kinds 
of rumors asto the reasons which have led 
thé kindly and courteous Francis Joseph to 
adopt so uncompromisiig an attitude toward 
his daughter-in-law. Itis openly stated in 
official circles here that her behavior dur- 
ing the first year of her widowhood has n 
marked indiscretions, which have been a. 
source of great distred to the Emperor. 
Not only has she negiected her child in the 
most pointed manner, leaving her alone at 
Laxenburg for whole months together while 
she herself was traveling about in France 


“end Austria, but, moreover, her name has 


become connécted, first with that of an Aus- 
trian nobieman and sv tly with that 
of a Hungaridn magnate, in such a@ manner 
that it was even blicly alleged that she 
was morganaticaily married to one or 
the other of them.

London Letter to the- Manchester Guardian, 
h2; The advantages of a pubiic supply 
of'cheap and effective motive power, avuila- 
ble at ali times and in any required quantity, 
are now fully recognized in the leading cities 
of the worla, Various pressure systems for 
distributing power have been adopted, such 
us steam, compressed air, and water. In 
Boston, U. 8S. A., superheated water has 


been adopted as a means of distribuing heat | 


and power {but not to good advantage]. Gas- 
eous fuel, whether natural, as in the Pitts- 
burg district, or artificiai, as in England, 
is ‘another means by which heat 
and power may be distributed from a 
central generating station. In Paris, in ad- 
dition to the services of gas and compressed 
air, motiyé power is developed over a large 
area by a suction system which enables vacu- 
um engines to be worked if placed in connec- 
tion with the suction mains. Electricity af- 
fords yet another medium for power trans- 
mission. In England the only systems in 
actual use for power distribuwon On an ex- 
terisive scale are hydraulic pressure and 
gaseous fuel, though in Birmingham a compa- 
pany is instituting a system of compressed 
air supply like that of Paris. The supply of 


water at extremely high pressure for public 
service has long been an accomplished fact 
at Hull, where its advantages have been 
proved on a moderate scale. In London the 
operations of the London Hydraulic Power 
company have shown by a wider, though 
shorter, experience that such a system has 
become a public necessity. At the present 
time upwards of 1,000 hydraulic machines are 
worked from the pumping stations of the 
company through some forty miles of mains, 
and the company generally is making rapid 
rogress. : 

Tne application for parliamentary powers 
to supply high-pressure water ia Manchester 
makes this a fitting opportunity to givea 
brief description of the system in London. 
The hydrautic mains traverse the principal 
parts of the city, Wapping, and Southwark, 
and extend westwards to Victoria Station 
and New Bond street. The pipes are laid 
along une streets under the foot or carriage 
way, as may be most convenient, and have 
beéa placed along the busiest streets, such as 
the Strand. Cannon street, Cornhill, and 
Lombard street, without serious inconven- 
ienve in the process of laying. The pipes 
are made and jointed under a system which 
bas proved so satisfactory that there is no 
leakage. Lhe pipes once iaid require no 
farther attention ana cause notroubie. The 
mains are kept charged with water at a 
pressure of 700 pounds to the square inch by 
engines sufficientiy powerful to supply the 
requirements of all consumers. The irregu- 
larities of the demand upon the mains are 
equalized by accumulators loaded with the 
full pressure. These accumulators are the 
equivalent of the reservoirs in the 
ordisary system of water supply, and the 
pressure given. by them is the same 
as if service reservoirs were placed at 1,600 
feet abuve the street level. The power is 
availiable. without interruption Ahe year 
round aid the constancy of the supply is of 
great importance in working the lifts‘of ho- 
tela and residential chambers, which would 
otherwise require a considerable number of 
men and engines to be kept at work at night 
and on’ Sundays, whereas with the public 
system a couple of'eugifteers and stokers can 
suppiy.the whole of a large district.. The 
consumption of pressure water is steadily in- 
creasing, as shown by the following table:

The company has contracted with custom- 

ers to supply water for 200 machines in addi- 
tion tothe thousand now at work. These 
figures show the utter impracticability of do- 
ing the same work with the ordinary press- 
ure supply of a town, High-pressure ma- 
chinery is everywhere superseding low, but 
even if the machinery could be adapted for 
the low pressures twenty times the quantity 
would ba required, and such asupply would 
be far beyond the resources of any collecting 
grounds and reservoirs in this country after 
providing for the necessary domestic con- 
sumption.. The charge for water is by a slid- 
ing scale, according to the amount used, and 
is sufficiently low to bring power for lfting* 
within the means of smal! consumers. 
» AsB.an auxiliary to the ordinary water sup- 
ply for fire extinction it is of great value. By 
means of Greathead’s patent hydrants asmail 
supply of ‘power water serves to accelerate 
the velocity of water issuing from the or- 
dinary low-pressure mains and urgeit for- 
ward in a powerful jet: Capt. Shaw, the 
head of the London Fire Brigade, stated 
after seeing the action of the hydrant that 
‘“*the moment the high-pressure water was 
added the stréam rose to a height of ninety or 
100 feet, which was most satisfactory in every 
way and would have been as useful as any 
fire-engine for extinguishing @ fire.” 

The plant at the Faicon Wharf Pumpin 
Station, which may be taken as the type o 
the London company’s work, consists of four 
Lancashire boilers, fitted witu Vicars’ me- 
chanical stokers, which supply steam to the 
pumping engines, There are four sets of 
engines, each capable of indicating 200 horse- 
power. They are tes eg compound three- 
cylinder engines, working direct on to plung- 
ers of 5-inch diameter and 24-inch stroke. 
Surface condensers are used and the en- 
gines are of the marine type. Each engine 
will deliver 240 to 300 galions per minute of 
water at a pressure of 750 pounds on the 
square inch. The margin of 53O pounds 
over the guaranteed pressure in the mains 
serves to overcome friction in the pipes and 
valves. The consumption of common siack 
coal is from 2.2 pounds to2.9 pounds per horse- 
power per hour, varying avcordi to the 
speed and regularity of working of the en- 
gines. Sir F. Bramwell, as the result of data 
collected in Birmingham, has estimated the 
ordinary coal consumption in producing 
smail powers at from 10 to 20 pounds of coal 


‘ per hour, which shows how great a saying 


there is in concentrating the work. The ac- 
cumaulators at Falcon Wharf are two in num- 
ber, each 20 inches diameter and 12 feet stroke, 
and ¢apable of holdimg about 350 gallons, so 
that each of them can absorb the full work 
of one set of engines for nearly one and one- 
half minutes. The water is pumped from the 
Thames and filtered through sponge filters. 
In winter the filtered water 1s passed through 
ihe condensers, and in this process is warmed 
sufficiently to prevent any risk of freezing in 
its course’along the tmhains. 

The uses of the power water are varied, 
but the most important and most economical 
is ia lifting goods and passengers. On tne 
banks of the Thames immense guuntities of 
coal, aber and other commodities are 
daily handled. by the power it  af- 
fords. The cost for wer is in 
some cases as low as one farthing per ton 
raised fifty feet. In warehouses it is of im- 
mense Value in carrying goods from floor to 
floor, and, by the facilities it gives for con- 
veying customets, makes -the upper floors as 
valuable for saicrooms as the lower floors. 
In office blocks the result is even more 


‘marked. Instead of the old preference for 


down-stairs accommodation, the upper floors, 
furtiér “away 
from the noise of the streets, are with a 
rapid-lift service now found more attractive. 
These advantages cannot be generally ob- 
tained without -a public system of sup- 
ply.
